The financial condition of the Company at the close of the 
year is shown by the Balance Sheet (Table A, pages 22 and 23). 

The Company has no floating debt. 

There has been no change during the year in the amount of 
capital stock or funded debt outstanding. 


The charges to Capital Account during the year have 
amounted to $59,055.83, representing the cost of applying air 
brakes and automatic couplers to freight cars as required by the 
United States law. 


No expenditures upon roadbed or structures have been 
charged to Capital Account during the year. The policy has been 
continued of charging all betterments to existing property to 
Operating Hxpenses. 


The reserve accounts for replacement and for maintenance 
appearing in the balance sheet are represented by cash on hand, 
reserved and held separately from current cash, to be used, when 
required, for the purposes stated. 
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Contracts have been made during the year for 350 new 
freight cars, costing $154,150, viz.:

100 Hopper-Bottom Coal Cars.

The payments for this equipment have been extended over a 
period of three years from the dates of the delivery of the equip- 
ment, in equal monthly instalments, with interest at the rate of 
five per cent. per annum. The unpaid balance on account of 
these purchases on June 30, 1899, is represented by Car Trust 
Notes to the amount of $138,686.82, as shown in Balance Sheet, 
maples‘ A.” 

As forecasted in the last annual report, this equipment was 
acquired to take the place of cars of small capacity, or of those 
which had previously been retired, the replacement of which had 
been or is being provided for in the Reserve Account for Replace- 
ment of Rolling Stock, and the partial payments on account of 
said purchases to June 30, 1899, have been charged to that 
account. 

The value of all equipment retired or condemned during the 
year has been charged to Operating Expenses and that amount 
credited to the Reserve Account for the Replacement of Rolling 
Stock. 


On February 28, 1899, the Chattanooga Rapid Transit Com- 
pany defaulted in payments of rental required by the contract under 
which the Rapid Transit Company operated passenger service 
over certain tracks of the Belt Railway Company of Chattanooga. 
The Alabama Great Southern Company accordingly resumed the 
handling of this passenger business until May 1, 1899, when a 
satisfactory settlement was made with the Rapid Transit Com-

pany, and that company thereupon resumed passenger service on 
the Belt Railway under a new agreement on substantially the 
same terms as those of the previous agreement, as outlined on 
page 11 of the last annual report. 


On account of the protracted wet weather in December and 
January about one-third of the cotton crop along the line was 


lost. 


Traffic was somewhat interrupted from time to time between 
September 5th and October 24th, 1898, on account of yellow 
fever quarantine restrictions; also to an unusual extent during 
the winter and spring on account of damage and delays from 


storms and washouts caused by heavy rains. 


Especial attention is directed to the General Manager’s 
Report for statistics, details of earnings and expenses, materials 
used and betterments made and to the several tables from the 
Audit Department attached hereto for statistics relating to the 
property and its operation for the year. 


The acknowledgments of the Board and of the shareholders 
are due to the officers and employees of the Company for the 
faithful and efficient discharge of their duties during the year.
